I enqui- 
ged, What.wat'to be the import of the examination, and upon what 
shthority it was-to be taken. ~The Sheriff replied, that it was, incon 
fequence of an application from the Lord Advocate to him, which he 
praéduced and read, importing, that in: regard it was Cafpeftcd there 
were letters from Lord George Gordon in my cuftody, and alfo in the 
euftody.of Mr David Grant ; therefore, craving we might be brought 
before the Sheriff and examiped, and alfo to grant warrant for feizing 
all papers in our cultody, and for infpecting the fame. ‘The Sheri? 
then proceeded to my examination, when (upon the different relative 
queftions being put) I declaréd that fF had’ fome letters in my. cultody 
from Lord George Gordon ; that I had no obje@ions to produce thefe 
letters 3 that upon, my word of honour I had not, fince Lord George 
Gordon’s. commitment, nor prior to that period, fo far as I could re- 
colleét, burnt or deftroyed any of his Lordfhip’s letters. I was then 
fent along with attendants, &c. to biing ‘the letters I had dectared I 


was willing to’ produce, and upon coming into my lodgine found my +} 


papers, &c, under the guardianthip and cultody of. a Sheriff’s Officer ; 
and, fipon returning with faid letters, found Mr Solicitor, General and 
John Daridfon, Efg; agent for the Crown, in company with the She- 
rif. Thef: gentlemen then ‘procteded to my further ¢xamination, 
and enquired, Whether the letters I now produced were all the letters 
from Lord George Gordon in my ‘poffeffion? To which L.anfwerett, 
that to the beft of my knowledac the letters I then. produced wert all 
I had in my poffeffion ; and {upon the different relative queftions) de- 
tlared that Thad received more lvtters from Lord George Gordon than 
thofe now produced—that tich letters were not in my cuftody—that I 
had-put them out of my cuftody forme weeks ago, but could not. recol- 
le&t the precifé time—that I would not inform where they were— 
that my reatou for putting them out of my cultody proceeded from an 
idea that I might poffibly be’ fearched for letters froth Lord George 
Gordon; and that although thefe letters could not tend, in the fmall- 
eft degree to huit his Lordship, yet as they were wrote in the carelefs, 
intimate manner of ohe friend to another, and not intended for the 
public, 4 eonfidered it would be 2 breach of friendthip to produce them, 
and which I would not do onany account. Here I was ftopt in my exa- 
mination, and {trongly adviitd to think: of the dangerous confequences 
that.-would attend my refufal to deliver up or tell where thefe letters 
could be found.—That I would be fent.to the ‘Tower, and might under- 
0 two years imprifonment. To all this I replied, that I knew of no 
aw by wwhich I conld be punithed ia the manner that had heen pointed 
out, for refuling to deliver letters that were not in my poflefion, efpe- 
cially after the candid reafon I had affigned for what I did; and, at any 
fate, whatever could or might be done. to me, I was-perfeétly deter- 
mined in my purpoefe not to deliver pp fhid letters, nor inform where 
they were upon any account.
